90,000 UNION MEN IDLE, 


Charities Investigator Reports 
Conditions in This City. 

Under the title ‘‘ The Unemployed in the 
City of New York,’ Frank Julian Warne 
Says in the issue of Charities, out to-day, 
that there are at least 90,000 union labor- 
ers alone out of work here—a total greater 
than at any time since 1893. He also says 
that a large proportion of the idleness is 
directly due to the financial situation. 

Without attempting to estimate the total 
number of the unemployed, Mr. Warne 
Says that in addition to the 90,000 mem- 
bers of organized labor, which is nearly 
one-third of the total membership of the 
labor unions in the city, the army of the 
idle is further augmented by fully 30,000 
Vagarants

The writer further points out that the 
greater part of the 90,000 idle union labor- 
ers belong to trades, which 
bring a certain of employment 
at this time of year. Fifty thousand of 
them belong to the building and stone 
working trades; 16,000 to the clothing and 
textile trades, and 9,000 to transportation 
occupations, in all of which there is usual- 
ly a certain amount of idleness at this 
time of year.

HERE are few poets concerning whose 
life and character have been formed 
such differences of opinion, ranging all 
the way from the most enthusiastic 
approval to the severest condemnation, 
as exist in regard to Shelley. During 

he shared with his friend Lord 
opprobrium visited upon heads of 
or belief went contrary to the 
path by the vigilant censors of 
British And since Shelley’s death, 
along with the steadily growing appreciation of his 
delicate there has ever lurked the question, 
‘ Was he a true man; was he guiltless of the cruelties 
which his detractors attribute to him?” To answer 
the question conclusively has needed more data out of 
which to construct a life of Shelley for this genera- 
tion than have been hitherto accessible. Hence, when 
it is announced that additional data have been found, 
and possibly of a most significant as well as au- 
thoritative character, those who are in 
the personality of this lovable as well as mystifiying 
poet of a century ago are naturaily aroused to a 
keen sense of expectancy. Just how far this new 
“data will take the Shelleyan student in his attempted 
analysis of the poet’s character and the probablg mo- 
tives which inspired him in various regrettable‘occur- 
rences that checkered his career, it is too early to say. 
The promised revelations consist of letters, forty- 
seven in number, which were written by Shelley to 
Elizabeth Hitchener, between June, 1811, and June, 
1812. At that time Shelley was only 19 years of age; 
but during the period covered by the letters many of 
the most important events of his life took place. 
These letters, which will be published by Dodd, Mead 
& Co. during the last week of March, are written in a 
strain* of the most candid and unreserved self-reve- 
lation. Candor was a quality that even Shelley’s 
enemies admit he possessed in a superlative degree, 
and hence so extensive a body correspondence, 
written at so vital a period of the poet's life, is bound 
to add much to the reader’s store of knowledge as to 
the series of private misfortunes into which he was 
precipitated, 
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A book which has already, it seems, made its sue- 
cess in Paris, though only just now published, is the 
translation of a new account of the battle of Auster- 
litz, by Alois Slovak. The appetite of the reading 
public for Napoleonana, it has lately been empha- 
eized, is quite insatiable. But this account is based 
upon unpublished documents. The author has had 
the happy thought that there must be something to 
the purpose in the parochial archives of the seventeen 
churches that stood upon the field of battle or in the 
zone of hostilities. He has rummaged these accord- 
ingly, and with success, Among other things he has 
exhumed the story of a German who was Napoleon's 
spy in the Austrian camp, who gained the confidence 
of Mack as a deserter from the French Army, and 
who used that confidence not only to betray the Aus- 
trian leader’s plans, but also, as it seems, in part to 
determine them, The story Is interesting eyen if it 
be only “found.” If it turns out to be also decu- 
mented, it will necessitate the revision of all the his- 
tories of the battle and the campaign.

The Society of Authors, of England, was reorgan- 
ized at a special general meeting recently held 
London.

At the meeting, which was 
attended by Messrs. Anthony Hope Hawkins, Ber- 
nard Shaw, and other distinguished writers, Mr. Is- 
rael Zangwill proposed a rule which would make the 
decision of the society “on questions affecting the 
profession of letters” binding upon every member, 
but those present were not willing to go so far to- 
ward establishing a fixed code for the literary guild.

Mrs. Humphry Ward to Visit America, 


Mrs. Humphry Ward is expected to arrive in New 
York in. March for a long-postponed visit. While in 
this country she will be the guest of Mrs. Frederick 
W. Whitridge of New York, who, being the daughter 
of Matthew Arnold, is her cousin. This visit will be 
the first Mrs. Ward has ever made to America. 
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BOXHILL, Surrey, England, Jan. 30.—“ George 
Meredith—he's the greatest author in England, and 
the dearest old man in the world!” 

This is how a friend of Meredith's describes him, 
and this is how I found the wonderful old man when 
I called on him to-day, on the eve of his eightieth 
birthday. 

It was in his house here at Boxhill, where he has 
lived for some sixty years, that I saw him, a charm- 
ing little place set in the Surrey hills, surrounded 
by a high green hedge and protected by an Aberdeen 
terrier with a very determined bark. Mr. Meredith's 
sitting room is to the right of the front door, and it 
was there he received me. Dressed in a soft woolly 
coat that just disclosed half an inch or so of red 
necktie, a gray rug over his knees, and the whole 
of him looking quite like his pictures, Mr. Meredith 
greeted me from his armchair. 

He is a big man, full-bearded, with a fine head 
and the most wonderful white hair Imaginable. It ig 
as thick as a young girl's, and lies like a beautiful 
little white fur rug on the top of his head. In his 
youth, George Meredith must have been extremely 
andsome; at eighty I think he !s the most attractive 
looking old man I have ever seen, 

Mr. Meredith began by assuring me that, as an 
American, I had a sure path to his favor. 

Tue New York Times Saturpay Review's idea 
of a special Meredith birthday interview interested 
and pleased him very much. 

“They have always liked me better In America. 
They don’t care about me in England,” said he with 
apparent sincerity, though one wonders he has man- 
aged to retain this disillusion when there are few- 





in England who would deny him the 
first place among living writers. 

“People seem to feel it right to con- 
gratulate men who live to be eighty,” 
he went on, “ though really they should 
mot. What it means when a man lives 
to be so old is either that he is greedily 
tenacious of life, or else that he is so 
fmsignificant the fates have passed 
him by. 

“Yt ts a misfortune to live to be 
Gzhty. A man’s life ought to finish 
when he is five-and-sixty. He must 
stap working then—or else do work 
that is inferior. People wil praise it 
then, and wirte articles about ft, but 
posterity will know better and see its 
weakness. You can’t fool posterity! 

“When a man stops working, nature 
%s finished with him, and when nature 
is finished with him he ought to go.” 

At the end of this gloomy speech Mr. 
Meredith chuckled happily, and re- 
tarned to the subject of America, in 
Which he seems to be tremendously in- 
teresied.

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INDIGNANT REPLY 
FROM DR. SALEEBY 


Famous Cancer Specialist, An- 
swering Dr. Walsh, Tells Story 
of the Great Movement for 
Suffering Humanity. 


REVIEW of Dr. GC W. 
Saleeby’s work, “ The 
Conquest of Cancer,” 
published in this Review 
Jan. 4, called forth a 
communication from Dr. 
James J. Walsh, acting Dean of the 
Medical Faculty of Pordham Univer- 
sity, charging that the publication of 
the article was “almost an insult to 
the medical profession,” and that it 
would “probably cost the lives of a 
hundred patients in New York City 
alone this year.” Dr. Saleeby was char- 
acterized as “ only a writer who writes 
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anything and everything for publish- 
ers.”’ 

Dr. Saleeby sonds the following reply 
to the communication from Fordham: 
New York Times Saturday Review of Books: 

It is true that the British Medical Jour- 
nal, the official organ of the British Mei- 
ieal Association, unlike the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, has either 
opposed or ignored, until the present year, 
the evidence in faver of the ferment treat- 
ment of cancer, and this has determined 
the fact that the subject has not yet been 
discussea at the annua) meetings of the 
Fritish Medical Asseciation. In his letter 
of Jan. 18 Dr. Walsh is therefore correct, 
but that hie information ts not quite re- 
cent enough. The British Medical Jour- 
nal did publish, a week after the pubfi- 
eation of my beok, an epitome of-—a re- 
markable Italian case ef success, published 
in a leading Italian journal (Reforma 
Medica) last March. We have yet to hear 
the explanatien of this interesting delay. 
On Jan. 11 the journal also published a 
paper in which the value of trypsin ta 
cancer was definitely asserted, and meaa- 
while the journal has to answer the re- 
peated challenges ef The General Practtl- 
tioner, an official journal of the highest 
standing, which has taken up Dr. Beard’s 
cause for seme time past, and issued last 
month (Dee. 21) a special cancer number, 
whelly devoted to the new treatment, 
with a large number of new cases supple- 
mentary to those referred to in my book. 

Matters having reached this stage, and

It must give the uncom- 
interest, even to the casual 
reader, to know that Mrs. Weiss is be- 
yond doubt the only person now living 
who knew Poe with any degree of inti- 
macy, and that, in addition to this, all 
her childhood, youth, and maturer years 
has lived among and intimately 
known the people who reared Poe, who 
gat at the same desk with him in school, 
played with him, and were on the most 
friendly and confidential terms with 
him to the moment of his final depart- 
ure from Richmond, Oct. 3, 1849, four 
days before his death. 

Mrs. Weiss boldly assails the accu- 
racy of the accepted date of Poe’s birth, 
June 19, 1809, which he gave on ma- 
triculating at the University of Vir+ 
ginla. She says: 

Wishing to satisfy myself on two 
points, (the ages of Edgar and Rosalie 
Poe,) I some time since decided to go to 
the fountain head for information, and 
wrote to Mrs. Byrd, a daughter of Mrs. 
Mackenzie, who was brought up with 
Rosalie Poe Her answer I have care- 
fully preserved, and here give verbatim: 

“ Dear S.: You ask the ages of Rosa- 
Iie and Edgar. He was born in 1808 
and Rose in 1810. A remark of his (in 
answer to an invitation to her wedding) 
was that if I had put off my marriage 
one week it would have been on his 
birthday. I was married on the 5th of 
October. Their mother died the 8th of 
December, 1811, and on the 9th the 
children were taken to Mr. Allan’s and 
our house.” 


Mrs. Weiss adds: 


As to Poe’s claim to Oct. 12 as his 
birthday, it is not likely that, howso- 
ever often he may have given a false 
date to others, he would have ventured 
upon it to a daughter of Mrs. Macken- 
zie, the latter of whom would have de- 
tected the error. 


The authar also Imtroduces Joba 
Mackenzie, a son of Rosalie Poe's fos- 
ter-father, and schoolmate and lifelong 
friend of Poe, who has been overlooked 
by all the biographers of Poe. Mr. 
Mackenzie related several anecdotes of 
Poe to Mrs. Weiss, which she now pub- 
lishes for the first time, and this old 
friend gives this rather forbidding pict- 
ure of John Allan: 


Mr, Allan was a good man in his way, 
but Edgar was not fond of him. He 
was sharp and exacting, and with his 
long, hooked nose, and small, keen eyes, 
looking from under his shaggy eye- 
brows, always reminded me of a hawk. 
I know that often when angry with 
Edgar he would threaten to turn him 
adrift, and that he never allowed him to 
lose sight of his dependence on his 
charity. 

The first importance of this state- 
ment from John Mackenzie will be at 
once recognized. Thousands who have 
long ago forgiven Poe his drunkenness 
because he fought against it With all 
his power, and because the drink habit 
in him was a disease, have never been 
‘able to overlook his apparent ingrati- 
tude to Mr. Allan. But if his foster- 
father forever threw into the proud 
lad’s face the fact that he was a pauper, 
it is not a wonder that Poe felt no spe- 
cial gratitude toward Mr. Allan; the 
wonder is that he did not hate him all 
his life. It must always be borne in 
mind when considering Poe's attitude 
toward his foster-father that Mr. Allan 
Was reluctant to give Poe a permanent 
home; that he did it because his child- 
less wife begged him to do so. 

Mrs. Weiss clears Poe of the charge 
that he ran away from Richmond after 
his return from thg University of Vir- 
ginia, when his angry guardian put him 
to work in his counting room at Fif- 
teenth and Main Streets, a building 
which is still standing. .

bined, His young wife had no appre- 
ciation of the poet’s nature or geniua, 
and Poe went elsewhere to find that 
sympathy for which he yearned, but 
could not find at home All her life 
this wife of a man of manifold and 
dominant passions thought as a child, 
played as a child, and not once did she 
put away childish things. Mrs. Weiss 
denies that she was “a sylIphlike creat- 
ure, of such delicate and ethical beau- 
ty that we must almost expect to see it 
vanish away, like one of Poe’s own cre- 
ations.” 

The picture of the home life of Poe at 
the Fordham cottage In one of the 
Summers he spent there ts particularly 
interesting and valuable. It came to 
Mrs. Weiss directly from Rosalie Poa, 
who that Summer visited her brother 
for the first time Im ten years: 

Poe was away when she arrivéd, pre- 
sumably in his tnsane pursuit of Mrs. 
Osgood. Miss Poe told of “Aunt 
Clemm's” distress and anxiety on his 
account, and of how she “ scraped to- 
gether every penny” and borrowed 
money from herself to send Edgar, who, 
she said, had been taken ill while on a 
business trip. While too fll to write, 
when at last he did return, Mrs. Clemm 
would take his place at the desk and he 
would dictate to her: Miss Poe always 
insisted that “ Annabel Lee” was writ- 
ten at this time, as she repeatedly 
heard him read it to Mrs. Clemm, and 
also to himself, and recognized it when 
it was published two years afterward. 

Passing over all other periods of Poe’s 
life, we come now to his last visit to 
Richmond, when Mrs. Weiss met him 
and came to know him and to judge of 
him for herself. She gives a picture of 
him seated in her parlor, eating grapes 
and discussing “The Raven,” over 
which, he said, he had labored ten 
years; he was then by no means satis- 
fied with {t. She kept a journal at this 
time, and what she quotes of his con- 
versation is not only valuable but tn 
every degree reliable. 

“*The Raven’ was never completed,” 
he told her. “It- was published before 
I had gtven the final touches. There 
were in ft certain knotty points and 
tangies which I bad never been able to 
overcome, and I let it go as it was.” 

This portion of the book is rich In 
anecdotes and sidelights on the poet's 
character, and while more detail can- 
not be given here, it must be said in 
conclusion that the final biographer of 
Poe will be guided in his story of the 
poet’s childhood and of his later life In 
Richmond largely by those pictures of 
him which appear in this modest little 
book, the writing of almost every word 
of which must have cost its author 
physical pain. CMG

CLEVELAND MOFFETT’S NOVEL 


LEVELAND MOFFETT has won @ 
most enviable reputation during 
the past ten years as a writer of 

magazine articles covering a wide variety 
of topics, but dealing, for the most part, 
with the unsatisfactory features of our 
own civic and industrial life. In his first 
hovel, “A King in Rags,” (Appleton & 
Co.)—a title suggesting rather a lurid ro- 
mance of the Balkans than a tale of New 
York—the author makes use, to great ad- 
vantage, of the startling data he has col- 
lected during tis career as a magazinist. 
There is a photographic accuracy in the 
G@etails of the picture he presents of slum 
tenements and a multi-millionalre’s pal- 
ace that is extremely effective. One real- 
fees that here is a new American novelist 
who has a clear vision, a calm judgment, 
and a most graphic, if not especially pol- 
ished, style. 

If this were all, if Mr. Moffett were

ROFESSOR HOBBS’S volume ts an

That is to say, # presup- 
poses no special knowledge on the part of 
the reader, requiring nothing but atten- 
tion In order to be understood, and hav- 
ing even this requirement reduced to the 
minimum by the lucidity of the explana- 
tiona, The reader who is willing to give 
his attention will find many popular mis- 
conceptions cleared out of his mind. He 
will in fact understand the modern theory 
of earthquakes, In its outlines, as well 
as anybody. The coincidence of seismic 
and volcanic areas, from which inac 
curate deductions were for a long time 
drawn, is reduced to its proper signifi- 
cance: 

The volcanoes and the earthquakes alike 
are due to the action of ose carth 
forces which have buiit up the near-lying 
mountain ranges. To form such moun- 
tains it was necessary for great strips of 
the earth's crust to be pushed up in suc- 
cessive movements between lines of fis- 
sures. The jolting movement of the 
earth-blocks, as they have slipped over 
each other, accounts for the earthquakes, 
and the melted rock-material which, as 
a result of the movement, has been 
squeezed out, either along the fissures 
or, as is more frequently the case, at their 
intersections, has built up the volcanoes. 
Wherever mountains are still growing, 
earthquakes and active volcanoes are to 
be found. Where they have ceased to 
grow, there the earth does not shake, it 
ts dead, and lava is no longer exuded 
through the fissures in the surface.

In the last session 
of the Senate before the civil war he, 
representing the Republicans on the 
Finance Committee, was in frequent dis- 
cussion with Jefferson Davis, whom phys- 
ically and in features he somewhat re- 
sembled; both were slender, had mark- 
edly intellectual faces, were high strung 
in spirit, and prompt to resent attack; 
Fessenden was concededly the superior 
in dialectical skill, his experience having 
been the greater. If secession as 
threatened, he thought it meant ruin to 
the South; the- Republicans would not 
yield to threats, as the old Whigs had 
done. He saw that if all the slave States 
were drawn into the vortex, separation 
would be attempted, but declared, “I will 
not yield an iota of our principles to 
avoid this catastrophe, for it is a ques- 
tion for all time.” 


Fessenden was married at 2% to Miss 
Deering. He had been engaged to a sister 
of the poet Longfellow, but she had died. 
Three of his four sons were in the civil 
war, one of whom was killed in battle, 
another, Gen. Francis Fessenden, the au- 
thor of this Life, was wounded twice and 
lost a leg. One of the sons commanded 
the first colored regiment that was en- 
listed. 

As Chairman of the Finance Committee 
of the Senate he led im the financial legisla- 
tion ef the civil war and achieved great re- 
sults later, as Secretary of the Treasury, at 
the most critical period, when daily expendi- 
tures reached $2,000,000. The first volume 
closes with Assistant Secretary Harring- 
ton’s céMmprehensive summary of what 
was accomplished financially by the De- 
partment under Fessenden. The second 
volume describes his later services in the 
Senate, during reconstruction -times, and 
the attempted impeachment of President 
Johnson.

BOOK that occupies the po- 
sition of a standard among 
German students of eccle- 
siastical history, and has 
run through three long edi- 
tions in Germany, is the 
“Outlines of Church His- 
tory,”” by Hans von Schubert, Professor 
of Church History at Heidelberg.

In its English 
version it carries a scholarly supplement- 
ary chapter by Miss Alice Gardner on re- 
ligious thopght and life in the nineteenth 
century. The volume will form the latest 
addition to Putnam's “ Theological Trans 
lation Library.” 

The Hterature that has grown up 
around the effort at self-revelation which 
has distinguished more than one author 
is ever viewed with especial interest by | 
the general reader, as well as by those 
who delight in the serious study of the 
growth and evolution of human character. 
A book which will be published next Fri 
day by the John Lane Company belongs 
to this class, although its I.atin title, 
“Apologia Diffidentis,"’ seems somewhat 
formidable.

A book that should have a vital interest 
for those who are concerned fn the future 
of the American stage is published to-day 
by Duffield & Co. under the title “ Plans 
for a National Theatre,”’ by William 
Archer and Granville Barker.
